Lisa said "They come in almost every Tuesday for the 
all-you-can-cat turkey and waffle special." she added ' 

Lisa did not know of the contest until her mother called her 
and told her she was one of 10 finalists Later, fnends started 
calling to tell her that they had heard her name on the radio, she 
said. 

On Fnday, December 22, Wainwnght called die Pancake Bam 
and told Lisa she had won 

First he read the letter, then he talked to Mr Frazier on Ok air. 
Lisa recalled. 

"He didn’t give me a chance to say anything on the air, but I 
did manage to yell, 'thank you’’ into the phone," she said 

When Wainw nght later talked to Lisa off the air. Ik mentioned 
that the money would make a nice Chnstmas present, the 
waitress said "Christmas present'’ Today is my birthday'" she 
exclaimed over the telephone "He then put me back on die air to 
tell everyone that 1 won the contest on my birthday," slic recalled 

The "best waitress" award came as a welcomed surpnsc for 
Lisa Tm the new kid on the block at Paul s. she explained 

Lisa started working at the Pancake Bam at the end of 
September Before dial, she hadn't worked as a waitress for six 
years. Recently, she quit a sccrctanal position she held for six 
years to start a business with her sister The sisters own and 
operate D&L Limited, a local cleaning service She supplements 
her income by working at the Pancake Bam on Monday and 
Tuesday evenings 

Lisa said the award check came after Christmas She already 
used part of it to buy a new bed for son, John Toth.

Death of child 
suspicious 

An 18-monUi old York county girl died last 
Wednesday at Polyclinic Medical Center, 
Harrisburg, of head injuries sustained while in the 
care of her 20-yr-old babysitter in Dover Borough 

According to Northern Regional Police, they arc 
listing the death as "suspicious" and no more 
information was being released until the outcome of 
the autopsy is known Police said an autopsy will 
be performed by Dr Isidore Mihalakis in Lehigh 
Valley Hospital Center. 

Crystal was die daughter of Ellen Yost Scachnst 
of East Berlin and Rick F. Seachrist of 
Mcchanicsburg. 

According to the grandmother, Clara Yost, of 
Dillsburg, the babysitter called her daughter, Ellen, 
at her place of employment on Monday the 15th and 
told her "Crystal had fallen off the bed, and to come 
and get her." 

Mrs. Yost said that when Ellen arrived at 
approximately 2 45 p.m.. Crystal was "completely 
limp" She said Ellen immediately took her 
daughter to Memorial Hospital in York. The child 
was later transported by ambulance to Polyclinic 
Medical Center, where she w as died two days later. 

According to the grandmother, the baby was "all 
black and blue along die left side of her face and 
along her back."
